LONDON, Oct. 8 (R) — After a buying 
spree on Wall Street, gold and stock prices 
climbed Friday on world markets as investors 
bet that interest rates will fall further and 
revive economic growth. 

The Wall Street buying spree that lifted 
Thursday’s trading volume to a record 1 47.1 
million shares and prices to a 1 5-month high 
was copied in Tokyo where the stock market, 
the world's second biggest, bad its second 
highest -ever gain. Aided by an influx of large 
foreign buying orders, the Tokyo market rose 
246.93 points to 7,361 .57 in frantic trading. 

The belief in lower interest rates also 
helped gold prices to climb this week as the 
metal became attractive to investors who see 
dwindling returns from other holdings. The 
faith in falling interest rates has been streng- 
thened by hints from the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Board, the U.S. central bank, that it 


would not restrict growth in money supply 
which would encourage decline in rates. 

Predictions of easier credit were borne out 
Thursday when most U.S. banks dropped the 
prime interest rate charged to their best cor- 
porate customers to 13 percent from 13.5 
percent. 

Gold which sold last Friday for $406.50. 
was quoted Thursday at $437.50 an ounce by 
dealers here and in Zurich. 

The rise in gold prices, which had gained 
$1 2 to $426 here Thursday, prompted a rally 
in gold mining shares quoted on stock 
exchanges in Europe. Australia and in 
Johannesburg, where trading was described 
as hectic. The London Stock Market Friday 
managed to break through the 600-point 
level on the Financial Times index of 30 lead- 
ing shares for the first time ever, but it later 
feU sharply to 591 .9. 


Sweden devalues currency 


STOCKHOLM. Oct. 8 (Agencies) — 
Prime Minister Olof Palme Friday outlined a 
tough belt-tightening policy for his new 
administration: including a 16 percent 
devaluation of the national currency and a 
general price freeze. 

Palme, whose Socialist government was 
returned to power in the Sept. 19 general 
election, warned his countryman in a national 
policy speech that they face a decline in their 
standard of living and a lowering of real 
wages as the nation fights its way out of reces- 
sion. The devaluation, coupled with other 


proposed industry-boosting measures, is 
designed to make lower-priced Swedish 
exports more competitive abroad and pro- 
vide more jobs at home. The devaluation 
makes the Swedish currency worth about 1 3 
cents. 

Sweden has a rising unemployment rate of 
3 .7 percent, considered high for this nation of 
8.3 million. While dedicating his Socialist 
government to an austerity program, Palme 
did promise 10 cancel planned cuts in sick pay 
and to increase funding for child-care cen-

PEKING, Oct. 8 (AP) — China has called 
on the Soviet Union to withdraw its troops 
from Af ghanistan and end its support for Vie- 
tnam in talks on improving Sino- Soviet ties, 
foreign diplomatic sources said Friday. 

China also has demanded the withdrawal 
of Soviet • troops from the 7.200- kilometer 
Sino-Soviet border. The diplomatic sources, 
all of whom asked not to be identified, 
described the atmosphere at the talks as 
“very cordial and without bitterness or bick- 
ering.” 

Both sides have agreed on an agenda and 
jhe Soviets are to present their views Saturday 
on ways to improve relations, the sources 
.said. Soviet Vice Foreign Minister Leonid F. 
Ilyichev arrived Sunday and began talks 
Tuesday with Chinese Vice Foreign Minister 
;Qian Qichen. The consultations are the first 
■since China broke off normalization talks in 
Moscow after the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan in 1 979. 

• China has emphasized, however, that the 
meetings are informal and exploratory. 


BERGA, Sweden, Oct. 8 (R) — The Swed- 
ish Navy's hum for a suspected foreign sub- 
marine spying near its Muskoe main base 
entered its second week Friday amid specula- 
tion that the intruder had been joined by a 
second sab. 

Navy spokesman Sven Carlsson refused to 
confirm or deny reports that a helicopter 
made sonar contact Thursday night with what 
could have been a second submarine just out- 
side the main entrance to the area where the 
search has been going on since last Friday. 
“ We have had signs in the last two or three 
years that foreign submarines appear two at a 
time within an area," Com. Carlsson told 
reporters at Berga Naval School on Haarsf- 
jaerd. But be did not know if a second sub had 
been located on this occasion, he said. 

The navy also appeared to confirm that the 
suspected intruder in Haarsfjaerd made an 
unsuccessful escape bid Thursday trying to 
run a gauntlet of patrol boats and helicopters 
and break out through the two-kflometer- 
wide northern outlet of the Fiord. 

‘ “There are signs that someone tried to 
escape," the spokesman said. Officers are 
refusing to confirm that they bad strung anti- 


submarine nets across the exit gap. A Soviet 
sub caused a sensation a year ago this month 
by running aground on Sweden’s south coast 
near the Karlskrona Naval Base. The craft 
was eventually escorted out to sea. 

Since then, the Swedish Navy has hunted 
submarines on eight occasions after reported 
sightings. But there have been no definite 
captures or confirmed sightings. On this 
occasions, the navy has refused to go beyond 
saying there is probably a foreign sub in 
Haarsfjaerd. 

Social Democrat Olof Palme, who 
returned Friday as prime minister after six 
years in opposition, has now inherited the 
delicate submarine affair.

Mitterrand also attacked Washington for 
cutting back development aid. and industrial- 
ized countries in general for “the growing 
obstinacy, timidity, and lack of imagination 
toward development in the Third World." 

The French president criticized disorgan- 
ization in the international monetary system, 
the silence of the World Bank over energy 
problems and the deterioration of terms of 
trade. He urged guaranteed commodity- 
prices, food self-sufficiency, “self-centered 
development " and the consolidation of the 
Lome Agreements between the European 
Economic Community and the developing 
states of Africa, the Caribbean and the 
Pacific.

Arndt Von Bohlen Und Halbach, dubbed 
“Germany’s youngest and richest pen- 
sioner," gave up his claim to inherit the 
Krupp Steel empire in September 1966 in 
exchange for an annual pension of $800,000. 

A year later, then aged 29, he was left a 
second yearly income of $800,000 from the 
fortune of his deceased relative Alfred 
Krupp. Married to Princess Henriette Von 
Auersperg, he has lived in the United States 
since 1979, and since then has paid only brief 
visits here. He is a collector of paintings. 
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Iranians control Mandali access route 
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KANGUIR VALLEY. IRAN/IRAQ 
FRONT. Oct. 8 (AFP) — Through the nar- 
row, valley the road from Zandeh to Sumar 
follows the Kanguir River — one of many 
watercourses flowing down from Iran' s Kabir 
Kuh Mountains into the plains east of Bagh- 
dad. 

It is the only access route to the once peace- 
ful Iraqi border town of Mandali. near where 
Iranian forces eight days ago launched their 
latest offensive in a drive to bring down the 
Iraqi regime. Suddenly the silence was 
broken and the apparent calm shattered. In 
deafenings unison, the Iranians, most of them 
very young, fired round after round from the 
surrounding peaks to deter a potentially hos- 
tile aircraft. 

Despite these defenses, the Iraqis managed 
Wednesday to bomb several Iranian supply 
bases and machine-gunned troops positions. 
No notable damage appeared to have been 
done, however. Indifferent to the noise, amp- 
lified by the echo effect of the hills, a column 
of lorries, hurriedly converted into troops 
carriers, wound its way up the valley to the 
front lines. In each of the lorries, there were 
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about a hundred youthful recruits, packed 
like sardines in standing position. 

The tension showed on the faces of these 
Bassij, as the recruits are known here, but 
when they saw journalists, a few of the lads 
lifted their arms and made victory signs. 

Mandali, their goal, lies six kilometers 
inside the Iraqi border. The highlands 
dominating the small town were conquered 
by the Iranians in the early stages of the cur- 
rent offensive. All along the road from Zan- 
deh, the army has established supply bases in 
the shelter of the mountains. Ambulances, 
military vehicles, a variety of equipment and 
even civilian buses have been camouflaged 
and hidden in trenches dug into the dry ter- 
rain. Shipping containers have been con- 
vened into shelters. 

Field telephones run along the roadsides 
and the clifftops are spiked with aerials. 
Landing strips for helicopters have been pre- 
pared and covered with a thin layer of 
macadam against the dust. 

But on Wednesday, the number of Iranian 
soldiers present seemed too small for any new 
major operation in the short term. 
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BEIRUT. Oct. 8 (Agencies) — Prime 
Minister Shafiq Al-Wazzan surprised Leba- 
non Thursday night when he announced his 
new cabinet, a small group of non- 
parliamentarv technocrats. 

Wazzan disclosed to journalists the 
make-up of the cabinet, which takes over in 
the wake of the Israeli invasion, after lengthy 
talks with President Amin Gemayel. Political 
commentators had been confidentally pre- 
dicting a cabinet of about 20 ministers 
selected from parliament, whose members 
bad been pressing for a "political” rather 
than technocratic government.

Security men had to intervene to silence 
and disperse this gathering and arrest the 
provocateurs, the spokesman said, adding 
that 69 persons were arrested and immedi- 
ately deported to Iran. He pointed out that it 
was Khoeininha who changed the prayers to 
slogans and was followed by the 69 pro- 
vocateurs. He said that Saudi nationals and 
other pilgrims were so disturbed that they 
tried to assist the security men in their task, so 
much so that the latter soon reverted to pro- 
tecting the Iranians from the angry crowd. In 
the melee. 1 1 Iranians, two Saudi nationals 
and four pilgrims were slightly injured.

Saudi Arabian businessman provided blunt 
contrast to officials' praise and optimism at 
the annual meeting of the U.S.-Saudi Joint 
Commission on Economic Cooperation. The 
seventh annual session of the joint commis- 
sion opened under the co-chairmanship of. 
Saudi Finance and National Economy Minis- 
ter Muhammad Aba Al-Khail and U.S. 
Treasury Secretary Donald Regan. The 
commission was set up in 1974 to promote 
programs of cooperation between the two 
countries in the fields of industrialization, 
trade, manpower training and science and 
technology. 

Suliman S. Olayan, a prominent Saudi 
Arabian businessman, told the group that 
what was really needed was U.S. action to 
end American taxes on some Saudi Arabian 
investments, to restore* a preferential tariff 
system for Saudi Arabian exports and to sof- 
ten or get rid of a U.S. law penalizing Ameri- 
can companies that cooperate with Arab 
boycotts of Israel. 

Olayan heads a Saudi Arabian contingent 
of businessmen meeting for "U,S.-Saudi 
Arabian dialogue" along with the officials 
who are meeting as the formal joint commis- 
sion. He is chairman of the Saudi-British 
Bank, tbe Olayan group and the Riyadh 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry. 

The commission has sponsored nearly two 


dozen projects in Saudi Arabia. Its aim is to 
provide U.S. technological help — financed 
mostly by tbe Saudis — to help Saudi Arabian 
development. 

Olayan made no objection to such cooper- 
ation. But be said the business group should 
also urge U.S. policymakers: 

To restore special developing-countries 
tariff status for Saudi Arabian exports under 
the generalized system of preferences. 

To eliminate U.S. taxes cm interest and 
dividends that Saudi Arabians earn in the 
United States since they have no simitar taxes 
in their country. 

To see to it the anti-boyoott law is "mod- 
ified and moderated,' if not eliminated,” 
when it comes up for renewal. 

He said the law is arbitrarily written and 
administered. And he said European and 
Japanese companies" have perfectly compet- 
ing products" that Saudi Arabia can buy 
instead of U.S. goods if the anti-boycott law 
pushes them in that direction.

TEL AVIV, Oct. 8 (Agencies) — Israel 
intends to retain control of a strip of Leban- 
ese territory 45 kilometers north of its mice 
lines, until an Israeli- Lebanese accord is 
signed. Defense Minister Ariel Sharon said 
Thursday. 

Israeli radio quoted Sharon as saying Israel 
would not relinquish control of the strip of 
land to anyone, unless Lebanon and Israel 
signed an agreement. Sources close to the 
Israeli Defense Ministry said Sharon's state- 
ment was a reiteration of previous demands 
for "signed" guarantees on security of 
Israer s northern truce lines and the adjacent 
45 kilometers. 

Sharon's remarks were made during a tour 
of South Lebanon Thursday during which he 
conferred with dissident leader Maj. Saad 
Haddad in the Christian enclave. 


Lebanon if his presence there proved an obs- 
tacle to talks aimed at establishing the sec- 
urity of South Lebanon. Speaking to news- 
men after a meeting with Sharon, be said that 
he had recently become a topic for discussion 
and if bis presence in South Lebanon had 
become an embarrassment, he was prepared 
to leave the country and settle elsewhere. 

Reports from tbe area said Sharon and 
chief of staff Raphael Eytan arrived by 
helicopters along with Gen. Amir Drori. 
commander-in-chief of Israeli forces in 
northern Lebanon, and Col. Evrayjm Sneh, 
Israeli military commander in South Leba- 
non, for tbe 90-minute meeting at Maj. Had- 
da<f s move. Maj. Haddad said they “discus- 
sed arrangements that will guarantee the sec- 
tot’s security after tbe Israeli retreat from 
Lebanon.”

Lebanese Army hunt decried 

PLO chief seeks Arab intervention 


NICOSIA. Oct. 8 (Agencies) — Palesti- 
nian Liberation Organization Chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat sent an urgent message to Arab 
leaders Thursday calling on them to “inter- 
vene to end the repressive tenor campaign 
being waged against the Palestinian refugees 
in Lebanon." reported Wafa, the official 
Palestinian news agency. 

”1 call upon all Arab heads of state to 
intervene immediately to stop these practices 
carried out by the Lebanese Army against 
our Palestinian people in Lebanon and the 
refugee camps," Arafat stated in his message, 
distributed here by Wafa with a Baghdad 
dateline. 

Arafiat's appeal followed reportes from 
Beirut that the Lebanese Army has been car- 
rying out mass arrests of Palestinians in the 
western sector- of Beirut over the past few 
days. Lebanese Defense Ministry spokesman 
Maj. Atef Torby stated in Beirut Wednesday 
tbe arrests were part of a government cam- 
paign “to clean Beirut of all arms." and to 
weed out all illegal aliens and deport them. 

Arafat's message as reported by Wafa said: 
“..After tbe bloody and bestial massacres 
committed by the Zionist enemy against the 
Palestinian refugee camps in Beirut, with the 
support and consent of the American 


administration we are surprised at the con- 
tinuation of this campaign. The Lebanese 
Army, also with the consent and support of 
the American administration, is continuing 
this systematic campaign of annihila- 
tion...These waves of terror.. .aim at imple- 
menting a devilish scheme to expel the Pales- 
tinians from Lebanon in a new migration.'' 

The Lebanese Army has arrested 1 1 mem- 
bers of the German Baader Meinhoff terror- 
ist group and three “leaders” of the Italian 
Red Brigades in a security dragnet, the right- 
ist Al -Amid newspaper reported in Beirut 
Friday. The Phalangist newspaper quoted 
security sources as saying the arrests here 
made in West Beirut in two days of a massive 
sweep by Lebanese Army regulars searching 
for escaped convicts, illegal aliens and hidden 
arms cahces. The army has so far arrested 
more than 1 ,000 people in the Muslim sector 
of the city in the past week amid reports that 
President Amin Gemayel intended to impose 
similar security measures in East Beirut still 
controlled by rightwing Christian milriam en. 

The Lebanese regular troops Friday 
resumed search operations in West Beirut in 
a sector patrolled by the French contingent of 
the multinational buffer force.

Military court jails Israeli soldier 


TEL AVIV. Oct. 8 (Agencies) — A milit- 
ary court sentenced an army private to 3 Vi 
years in prison Thursday for looting valuables 
from a Lebanese store, the military command 
said Friday. 

Pvt. Shimon Barzflai was accused of steal- 
ing property from a store in Aley, a town 
overlooking the Beirut- Damascus Highway 
east of Beirut. Tbe command did not say what 
items were stolen, but said they were worth 
hundreds of thousands of shekels. Thirty 
shekels make a dollar. 

The sentencing judge described tbe looting 
as one of the most serious offenses to ever be 
brought before an Israeli military court, the 


command said. The daily Haaretz said B ar- 
id! ai and two accomplices tried to drive a car 
loaded with the goods through a Lebanese 
Christian militia checkpoint. When they tried 
to flee, tbe militiamen opened fire, killing the 
driver and wounding Barzilai in the leg the 
surviving accomplice was imprisoned earlier 
for 2Vi years for his pan in the looting. 

The command also said that an Israeli cor- 
poral was recently arrested for trying to bar- 
ter military flak jackets to militiamen in 
exchange for hashish. 

Israeli soldiers embarked on a widespread 
looting spree in Beirut! Sidan and Tyre. Even 
watches, jewelry and ornaments worn by the 
inhabitants were not spared. 


ISLAMABAD, Oct. 8 (Agencies) — Pres- 
ident Muhammad Zia UI-Haq said Thursday 
that Pakistan wanted “stability in the reg- 
ion” but that it was prepared to use force 
against any challenge to the country's 
sovereignty. 

Gen. Zia, who has objected to the Soviet 
military presence in Afghanistan and who has 
had lukewarm ties with fyidia, said that Pakis- 
tan would follow a policy of co-existence, and 
would oppose" aggression to settle disputes.” 
“ We want stability in tbe region and earnestly 
desire fraternal ties with our neighbors” be 
said at an annual reunion of artillery officers 
and men at Attock, about 100 kilometers 
north of here. 

However, be said "a careful study of cer- 
tain recent happenings around the world 
would reveal that many bigger powers had 
tried to overcome smaller nations with the 
help of all their ruflitaiy might.” He did not 
name any of tbe powers. 

Gen. Zia also warned that Pakistan's 
armed forces were fully prepared to face any 
challenge to the country's territorial integ- 
rity*. Tbe general assured tbe gunners -and 
artillery officers that tbe regime was well 
aware of its professional requirements and 
was doing its best to equip the armed forces 
with modern weapons. 

Meanwhile in Lahore, 2,000 Pakistani 


lawyers Thursday demanded an immediate 
end to martial law. “ v 

In a joint declaration, the lawyers, repress 
enting tbe great majority "of Pakistani 
lawyers and civil judges, also demanded the 
restoration of tbe 1973. constitution, “sus- 
pended” as a result of Gen. Zia’s 1977 coup.

Hussein grants amnesty to Palestinians 


AMMAN, OcL 8 (R) — King Hussein of 
Jordan has granted an amnesty to Palesti- 
nians accused of security offences during the 
1970 drive to expel Palestinian commandos 
from the country. 

In a letter published here Wednesday by 
the Jordanian news agency Petra, King Hus- 
sein asked Prime Minister Mndar Badran, 
who is also military governor-general, to 
implement the pardon. Badran later ordered 
charges to be dropped against 736 persons 
who left Jordan after ten days of fierce fight- 
ing between Palestinian commandos and the 


Jordanian Army in September 1970. 

The Jordanian Army’s campaign to expel 
the Palestinian fighters caused a deep rift 
between King Hussein and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization (PLO). but relations 
gradually improved. Informed sources say 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat is expected to 
visit Amman this week, but no date has been 
given. 

Jordan was one of several Arab countries 
which received the thousands of PLO fighters 
evacuated from Israeli-besieged West Beirut 
this August. 


BUDAPEST. (AFP) — Hungary and 
Afghanistan Thursday signed a friendship . 
and cooperation treaty at the end of a four- 
day official visit here by Afghan bead of state 
Babrak Karma I, a joint communique pub- 
lished by the Hungarian news agency MTJ 
said. Karmaf s stay includes talks on interna- 
tional questions with the first secretary of the 
Hungarian Communist Party, Janos Kadar, 
tbe statement said.

AMERICA AND PLO 


In expressing willingness to enter into a dialogue wiQTthe 
United States, PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat has displayed 
more statesmanship than President Reagan and his predeces- 
sors. 

The PLO chairman, who at the United Nations said he was 
ready to forsake the gun for the olive branch, has not received 
any encouraging response from the Reagan administration, 
which like others in the past is devoted wholly to the military 
supremacy of Israel to maintain the imbalance of power in the 
Middle East. 

Perhaps the blind support by the United States to the Zion- 
ist entity has even affected its political vision for it still treats 
the Middle East problem as that of Palestinian refugees — of 
displaced persons needing a few more refugee camps, rat her 
than a moral and political dilemma caused by its “naughty 
child." 

It was hoped that the invasion of Lebanon and the subse- 
quent massacres would put a temporary halt to the aid which 
Israel receives from America. In foreign aid alone, Israel 
receives from America about as much money as Washington 
gives to the rest of the world combined and that includes U.S. 
allies in South America, Asia and Africa. How much longer 
can this be morally and politically justified? 

But for all those who indulged in such wishful thinking we 
point out that how can the U.S. adopt sanctions against Israel, 
when it encouraged and supported the whole operation with 
the objective of fragmenting the PLO. To consider otherwise 
would be political naivete! 

To Yasser Arafat and the PLO we say this: “The whole Arab 
world has now become the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion.” . 


Saudi Arabian press review 


% Saudi Newspapers Friday called 
on world powers to adopt the 
unified Arab peace plan for the 
Middle East and urged the Arabs 
to take speedy action to put an end 
to what they termed the serious 
deterioration of the situation in 
the region. 

At -Jadrok said the present 
international atmosphere could 
never be better for the success of 
Arab diplomatic and political 
efforts to “convince world powers 
of the unified Arab stand based on 
a just formula to settle the Pales- 
tine problem." h added that the 
Palestine question was the “crux 
of the Arab-Israeli conflict and a 
recurrent source of tension 
threatening peace and security in 
the Middle East." 

The paper said that the Arabs 
had expressed their views in the 
form of unified Arab peace plan 
endorsed by the Fez Summit and 
constituting the only Arab politi- 
cal alternative to international 
options. The Arab countries 
should “concentrate their efforts 
on persuading all international 
-powers concerned to approve the 
Arab plan" because it was based 
on principles adopted by the 
United Nations and the Security 
Council in endorsing resolutions 
on the Middle East conflict, it 
added. 

Furthermore, the Arab plan 
provides for reverting to the U-N. 
as the proper forum to handle the 
issue within the framework of 
international legitimacy, the 
paper said. It concluded by urging 


world powers “wishing to re- 
establish respect for international 
legitimacy to endorse the Arab 
peace plan as objective proposals 
liable to be implemented under 
Security Council guarantees and 
based on the U.N. charter and 
international law.” 

Ohaz urged the Arab countries 
to "move speedily to put an end to 
the serious deterioration of the 
situation in the region." It said 
that at a time discussions were tak- 
ing place on Israeli withdrawal 
from Lebanon and backing the 
Lebanese legitimate authorities in 
reviving national reconciliation 
and reconstructing the war-tom 
country, reports came about the 
renewal of the Iraqi-Iranian war. 


“The development of the con- 
flict at this time may directly lead 
to diverting the attention of the 
Arab nation from taking measures 
to confront the escalating Zionist 
aggression, recover the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people 
and establish a comprehensive 
and just peace; in the region,” ft 
added.

U.S. blind to Middle East realities, says Arafat 


Q. Do you foresee a possible recognition of the 
PLO by the United States? , 

A. I am sorry to say that the United States is blind 
to the realitiesof the situation in the Middle East — 
a region which it considers as of great importance 
and where h seeks to exercise its influence and 
hegemony. 

It is sad that a superpower like the ll.S. takes 
Israel’s viewpoint — the enemy of all Arabs — and 
offers it with unlimited economic, military, political 
and diplomatic support. The U.S. has adopted Israel 
- fo r saki ng ail its Interest in the -area. 

This is not all. I ask, is it permissible for a super- 
power like the U.S. to commit such mistakes that 
may directly affect humanity, particularly the Pales- 
tinian people. The Palestine problem is the central 
issue for all Arabs, for all Muslims. It is the main 
issue for the nonaligned movement and the fore 
most concern among the liberation movements of the 
world. In fact, it is the No. 1 global cause today. Is it 
therefore right for the U.S. to treat this issue with 
such gross indifference? 

I therefore say with authority that the American 
attitude toward the Palestine question is wrong and 
sooner or later will recoil on its interests in the area. 

Is it permissible for a superpower to treat such 
human causes with such carelessness and are the 
American people to follow their government in tak- 
ing an incorrect stand toward this issue which has 
been given top priority by the international legal 
body? Do the American people have to accept the 
wrong policies of their government? 

Til give you an example. How can the U.S. 
administration comment about a secret assurance 
given by one of its former secretaries of state. Henry 
Kissenger. who said sometime after his departure 
from office; “I have done my duty toward my peo- 
ple in a manner that satisfied my conscience." He 
did not say the ‘•American people" but repeated 
"my people." He said the same thing in From of 
Jewish demonstrators at the David Hotel in 
Jerusalem. 


Is it morally or politically permissible for the U.S. 
to bind itself with an assurance forced on h by a 
former secretary of state by a secret agreement and 
lo reject all its public commitments which it gave at 
the U.N. and the Security Council? 

It is for this reason that I say with hope, and fully 
aware of what a U.S. recognition of the PLO. the 
Palestinian people and the cause of justice means, 
that one of our duties at the PLO is to keep using all 
our weight to open a breach in that wall which the 
blind interests — and I underline “blind" — are 
trying to build with the illusory Israeli or Zionist 
lobby, because I don’t believe in it. There is no such 
thing as an Israeli or Zionist lobby. It is just a 
fantasy. But I can safely say that there is an Ameri- 
can lobby in Israel. The lobby has been invented to 
keep us quiet, we the Arabs. 

Kissinger had another invention to bis credit, 
namely, the Greek lobby. At one point, mediation 
on the Cypriot problem reached a stalemate, so 
they decided to blockade Turkey. With the 
emergence of the revolution in Iran, the myth of the 
"Greek lobby*' faded away and U.S.-Turkish rela- 
tions returned to their best and the blockade was 
lifted. So where is that “Greek lobby " now? At 
each stage and with every turn in policy the lobby 
(game) is played. 

I am posing this query to U.S. public opinion, 
world public opinion and Arab public opinion ... I 
have every right to do so. 

And we are still trying ... taking into considera- 
tion the recent changes in public opinion and the 
American people who are about to discover what is 
really going on in the area and the truth about the 
justness of the Palestinian cause. In fact they did, if 
we judge by the poll conducted by Newsweek. The 
poll showed that 75 percent Americans are against 
arming Israel and that 51 percent are with the Pales- 
tinian people. 

Naturally, the main reason (for all that) is that 
despite all the skill of American policymakers with 
the so-called Israeli lobby, the blood flood from the 
massacres caused by U.S. weapons and the Ameri- 
can conspiracy and connivance could not be con- 
cealed. 

The Reagan plan 

Q. The Reagan plan to restore the West Bank 
and Gaza to the Palestinians and give them an entity 
politically tied with Jordan means that the U.S. win 


not recognize the Palestinian statehood. What 
would you comment on that? 

A. i would like to ask the world, ask the U.S. 
people, does President Reagan still hold to his pro- 
ject after the genocide in Sabra and Shatila and 
after U.S. credibility was lost in the lanes of these 
two camps and after the blood of the innocent was 
shed? Which American administration now can 
claim or enjoy any credibility? Where is the honor- 
ing of commitments? 

I' have written commitments! 

Before you ask me such a question, I would like to 
ask you, and the answer wfll raise the issue of credi- 
bility; Who tefls me that this (Reagan) project is not - 
like the commitment I received in Beirut, who tells 
me that (this time) it wfll guarantee the security of 
the (Palestinian) camps? This undertaking I have in 
writing proved not to be credible, so how could I 
make sure that the project submitted now will not 
meet the same fate as the notorious commitments? 

1 haven't given my views on the project, to say 
whether it is negative or positive; but first and 
foremost 1 speak about its credibility already lost 
under the tanks that rolled on my people who were 
still alive, our children, our women and our men in 
the Sabra and Shatila camps. All this blood shed at 
Akka and Gaza hospitals was revealed by (Alexan- 
der) Haig in his statement a few days ago! I wonder 
whom should I believe, the former secretary of state 
who initiated the battle against us, the new one who 
submerged us in that battle, or President Reagan 
w ho oversaw both? 

Aren't these (good) queries? 

We read Haig's statement when they were pub- 
lished. He said that when the U.S. government gave 
it> commitments to the Palestinian people and the 
Palestinian Command, it knew that such commit- 
ments will nor be honored and that it was preparing 
for the storming of Lebanon. But Palestinian blood 
is sacred: we can neither neglect ir, nor forget it ... 
e\L-r!

A. 1 am, in fact, a committee member. The other 
members are Morocco, Algeria, Tunisia, Saudi 
Arabia, Jordan, Syria and the PLO. It was 
scheduled to meet on Oct. 3, at foreign ministers’

A. I feel that this committee is necessary for the 
summit resolutions to be carried out properly. It is 
the first time that a committee is formed at the level 
of kings and heads of state to follow up and imple- 
ment resolutions. And there is an international 
response that existed even before the conference, 
or you can say that international response is show- 
ing up. 

Q. Regarding the PLO headquarters, will it be in 
Tunis permanently or provisionally until another 
Arab country is selected? 

A. So far, the headquarters is in Tunis, which is 
also the seal of the Arab League, not to forget that 
fraternal attitude on the part of Tunisia which 
received us with open aims. 

Europe’s position 

Q. What docs the PLO executive conunittee 
chairman expect Europe to do for the Palestinian’s 
equitable rights’? Do you hope for a positive Euro-’ 
pean attitude? 

A. | also ask: could there be Europsan positive 
attitudes? Because, I always remember the well- 
known proverb, “Nothing can scratch your skin bet- 
ter l ban your nail.” If you are not strong, people will 
not respect you. The policy of “If somebody slaps 


first timeTstato**withSari^ai^BdSfai^^afti&^the 
departure of the (Palestinian) stalwarts to conduct 
his butchery with such decelpt and treachery. When 
he found those knights too hard to beat, nobody 
looked at him. 

Had this war not been the longest Arab-Israeli 
war, ever, nobody would have taken care of any- 
body else. I am saying it forthe first time— and I am 
an old soldier — an invincible enemy can only be a 
myth. This myth, thanks be to God, has been wiped 
out from my brain. How many times have I discus- 
sed this issue with my brothers, including my 
brother Saad Sayel who fell in the field of. honor. 
During the siege (of Beirut), we were seeing their 
(the Israels’) weak point. The enemy was as weak 
as never before. 

Once, Begin sent me a message with a foreign 
correspondent: “Tell Yasser Arafat that it is we 
who are surrounding Beirut, not him who is besieg- 
ing Tel Aviv.” Why has he sent such a message? 
Because he knew bow we dealt with him. We dealt 
with him as if we were the stronger and he the weak. 
I was asked more than once and warned that Begin 
wfll intrude inroour place and capture us. My reply 
wasAMon WaStUdtm (Welcome!). “If he can get to 
me he is most welcome. I told him this more than 
once but be never managed to.” 

Sorry, but the following point has to be explained 
to our Arab Ummah. My job, from the position 1 
hold, and youis as a man who struggles in the Arab 
world, is not only to ask and reply. No. We must also 
write our histoiy. 

In other words, Europe's position will not change, 
negatively or positively, except inasmuch as ours 
does. As long as the West or Europe and the United 
Stales and the whole world feel that their interests 
are permanently ensured, nobody will stand by our 
side or comprehend our rights! 

AU right, get angry. Get angry! Show and stress 
that you are angry! But even anger is forbidden for 
ns, Arabs! 

Q. Did President Elias Sarkis have a role in the 
massacres? 

A. I said before that the U.S. had given written 
assurances through Philip Habib that it will not 
allow the Israelis to enter West Beirut and it will 
protect the refugee camps from the Israelis and all 
armed groups. We were surprised at this. They then 
clarified this by saying that it meant protection from 
Saad Haddad's men, Phalangists or other militia 
groups. We accepted these explanations. 

The multinational forces also have to assume 
responsibility. My dialogue with the French and 
Italian contingent stressed on security for the 
refugee camps and supervision of the PLO depar- 
ture from Beirut

Q. As far as the organization's exit from 
Beirut, we don’t think that it was an easy 


decision to be taken by the PLO. given, espe- 
cially, the importance of Lebanon, as we all 
know, as a base and a main launching pad for 
the Palestinian revolution. Had there been a 
consensus at the Palestinian Command to 
leave? 

A. All that took place was by consensus at 
Palestinian Command level, and there are 
verbatim reports to prove it The truth — and 
I say it very loudly and proudly — there was a 
un animi ty I never saw before in decision- 
making and in leading the operations. A mar- 
velous manifestation, especially during the 
siege. Never before had I felt such a thin g in 
my life as PLO commander. We all acted as 
one man! 

When we left Beirut ... I swear by God that 
it would have never been possible that I do; 
but as was the case with the Holy Prophet 
when he left Makkah, I left Beirut only 
because of the children and women of Beirut 
who tasted bitterness with me and were being 
bombed from the sea. from the air and from 
the land, day and night. Beirut gave me what 
no other city did. But, in the end. it is not a 
Palestinian city. I am saying so. despite the 
fact that I am not for regionalism. Never had I 
wished that Beirut be a Palestinian city

Strenuous unaccustomed 
physical exertion has killed many an apparently healthy man or 
woman. For example, such unaccustomed exertion as shoveling snow 
has felled many a “strong" man. suffering a heart attack and sudden 
death. Overexertion on a job in intense heat and high humidity can 
do the same. 

Til agree that the normal heart can withstand exertion. But your 
apprehension about your husband is well-founded because he 
refuses to learn whether or not heart can can “take it." Under such 
conditions, hard work poses a threat. If a thorough physical checkup 
reveals a normal heart. then he has fortified himself against a sudden 
attack. 

Tell your husband that feeling well is no guarantee that coronary 
disease isn't present. Only ECGs and other examinations will reveal 
the true state of his heart. It’s not true that hard work “never killed 
.anyone."

For Mrs. O -• You have not been getting anything “special" in the 
form of ascorbic acid to prevent your colds from hounding you. If s 
merely another name for vitamin C. (And I'm not sure that this 
vitamin will prevent colds — or shorten them.) 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have a high cholesterol reading. My doctor 
has pot me on a special diet, low in cholesterol. In addition, he has told 
me to stay away from chocolates. (I told him I was a chocofctholic.) 
Yet, a friend teds me that her doctor said chocolate doesn't contain 
much cholesterol. I'm all mixed up. How about eggs? — Mrs. F. 

Dear Mrs. FI: Egg yolks contain much cholesterol; the chocolate 
bean (from which your chocolates are made) doesn' t. It is a vegetable 
product. Nevertheless, it does contain more saturated fiat than 
unsaturated fat. This is reason enough to eliminate it from your diet 
Patients who have high cholesterol levels are usually put on a low 
saturated-fat diet. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My husband’s gambling has about ruined oar 
married life. It’s compulsive. He won’t go to our doctor for help. Is 
there anything else to do? — Mrs. K. 

Dear Mrs. K.: Undoubtedly, such gambling is an addiction. In some 
cases, those who have been kept from gambling had withdrawal 
symptoms such as sweating, nausea, abodominal cramps — as if they 
were drug addictsvvithout their drug. 

Meanwhile, why not have him join Gamblers Anonymous? I've 
received a few letters saying this has helped. If unsuccessful,, a 
psychologist may help by desensitizing him against the habit Not 
easy.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 8 (R) - A poU by 
the U.S. government made public shows only 
a small minority in Western Europe is in 
favor of using nuclear weapons first, even to 
stop a Sovier conventional invasion from 
overwhelming NATO forces. 

Results of the unclassified but previously 
unpublished poll were re vealed in a speech by 
the White House national security adviser 
under Presidents Kennedy and Johnson, 
McGeorge Bundy, on Thursday Bundy said 
the opinion poll cast serious doubt on 
NATO’s 1- first use " policy under which nuc- 
lear weapons would be used if necessary to 
halt an overwhelming Soviet conventional 
attack. 

“ The poll shows that in no major country 
in Western Europe would more than 1 9 per- 
cent of the people favor a first use of nuclear 
weapons, even if the alternative was being 
overrun by the Soviet hordes, ’’ he said. 

Bundy appeared at the luncheon with 
Robert McNamara, defense secretary in the 
same two administrations, and George 
Smith, chief arms negotiator under President 
Ford, to receive an Albert Einstein Interna- 
tional Peace Prize for co-authorship of an 
article mFonfgn Affairs magazine last spring 
urging NATO to reconsider its first use pol- 
icy. 

The three former officials shared the 
$ 5' r * .000 award. ’■• ' %.• " 
article, former ambassador to the Soviet 
Union George Kennan, was ineligible to 
share in the award because he won it last year 
for advocating a SO percent cut in U.S. and 
Soviet nuclear arsenals. The article was 
attacked by the U.S. administration, which 
said renouncing first use of nuclear weapons 
woukf require reinstituting military draft and 
massively increased spending on non-nuclear 
arms to meet a Soviet threat. 

The article called for a NATO conven- 
tional force buildup in Europe so that the first 
use doctrine could be abandoned, along with 
thousands of battlefield nuclear weapons 
deployed there. It argued that the Soviet 
military advantage in tanks and soldiers could 
be offset by conventional anti-tank weapons 
and other measures. 

Bundy said in his award acceptance speech 
that opinion in Western Europe was running 
so strongly against first use that a crisis might 
bring wholesale concessions by NATO gov- 
ernments or bitter divisions between them. 
" Our proposal offers much more stability, ” 
he said. - 

In a preemptive attack a day before the 
co-authors of the article unveiled their prop- 
osal last spring, the then-Secretaiy of State 
Alexander Haig said that a * no first’ use 
policy would require placing the U.S. 
economy on a war footing and usingconscrip- 
tion to triple the size of the mDitaiy. 

But McNamara Thursday cited an article 
by Gen. Bernard Rogers, the NATO com- 
mander in Europe, which said an adequate 
conventional defense could be much cheaper 
than Haig suggested, through an increase in 
military spending of four percent a year for 
six years. 

The three award recipients endorsed a 
proposal by two Democratic senators to 
establish a “ crisis control *' program to 
reduce the risk of accidental nuclear war by 
improving communications links between 
Washington and Moscow. 

Reagan said keen 
on arms control 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP) — Arms 
control with the Soviet Union is expected to 
be the top priority in a new foreign policy 
study being prepared for President Reagan, 
The Washington Post said in its Friday edi- 
tions. 

The study focuses on three or four foreign 
policy areas for the United States to direct 
itself during the last two years of Reagan’s 
current term, the fast said. 

The president is not expected to make any 
decisions on the options in the study until 
December, but a source not identified by the 
newspaper said, ** the president will very 
strongly reinforce his emphasis on arms con- 
trol, particularly the Start , * ’ or Strategic 
Arms Reduction Talks, with Moscow under 
way in Geneva, 

“ If there has been one recurring theme in 
our morning meetings since January, it has 
been that the president is terribly concerned 
about arras control, ” said an aide who was 
not identified by theft*. “ Who would think 
that Ronald Reagan gives a whit about arms 
control ? 

“ But it comes up three or four times a 
week. We may be going to talk about Latin 
America and he’ll ask about arms control and 
how Ed Rowny is doing. ” Rowny is the U.S. 
negotiator in START.

Uganda deports BBC man 


NAIROBI, Kenya. Oct. 8 ( AP) - Uganda 
on Thursday ordered Mike Wooldridge, a 
British Broadcasting Corp. reporter, to leave 
the country after officials held him overnight 
at Entebbe Airport and seized his notebook 
and press credentials, he said on his arrival 
here. “I was not mistreated in any way,” 
Wooldridge said. "They just kept me there 
for hours in ignorance until the reason 
emerged.” 

Ugandan officials told him they were dis- 
pleased with his report on the Aug. 1 coup 
attempt about dissident Kenyan tribesmen 
undergoing training in Uganda. 

Wooldridge, based in Nairobi, said he had 


received an entry permit to cover this 
weekend's ceremonies marking the 20th 
anniversary of Uganda's independence. 
State-run Uganda radio, in' a regular news 
program Thursday afternoon, said the BBC 
correspondent was deponed because of his 
August report, alleging that the government 
had trained Kenyan rebels. 

“His (Wooldridge’s) malicious allegations 
were refuted by the government of Uganda in 
a strong protest note to the British High 
Commission in Kampala " the Ugandan capi- 
tal, the radio said. There are no resident fore- 
ign reporters left in Uganda. The last one was 
expelled earlier this year. 


Hernu visits Delhi Sunday 


PARIS, Oct. 8 (R) — French Defense 
Minister Charles Hemu said he would begin a 
five-day visit to New Delhi on Sunday. Offi- 
cials said he would have talks with Defense 
Minister Ramaswam Vcnkataraman following 
India 1 5 decision to buy the French Mirage- 
2000 combat aircraft. 

Venkataraman told parliament earlier this 
year that India had agreed to buy Mirage- 
2000 planes but declined to give details of the 
deal or say bow many planes were involved. 


French aircraft manufacturers said India had 
agreed to buy 40 of the fighter- bombers' from 
the Dassault-Breguct aviation company and 
had pm down a five percent deposit on a deal 
worth more than Si billion. 

The cost of the purchases is covered under 
a credit arrangement agreed after talks with 
the French government and Dassault- 
Breguet. India has the option of making the 
plane itself under license, in which case the 
deal could involve more than 1U0 aircraft. 


Cosmonauts may set a new record 


MOSCOW, Oct. 8 (R) — Two Soviet cos- 
monauts on board the orbiting space station 
Safyut -7 may stay there long enough to set up 
a new space endurance record. Radio Mos- 
cow said Friday. The two men, Anatoly 
Berzevoy and Valentin Lebedev, have so far 
spent 147 days in the 25-ton research station. 

The record they would have to beat is the 
185 days Soviet cosmonauts Leonid Popov 
and Valery Ryumin spent aboard the space 


station Safyut -6 in 1980. Last summer Soviet 
scientists told the press there were no plans 
for Berezevoy and Lebedev to go for a new 
space record. 

But Radio Moscow said that the two men 
“may well beat the old record” by slaying in 
SaIyut-7 for at least another 39 days. 
Berezevoy and Lebedev have been visited 
briefly by a joint Soviet-French space mission 
and a crew included a female cosmonaut. 


Greece, U.S. 
to study bases 

ATHENS. Oct. 8 ( AP) — Greece and the 
United States agreed to begin negotiations 
later this month on the future of American 
military installations in Greece, officials said. 

A government announcement said Greek 
Deputy Foreign Minister loannis Kapsis, and 
U.S. Ambassador to Greece Monteagle 
Steams, met Thursday and discussed the pro- 
cedural details of the negotiations. They 

agreed to open the talks on Oci. 27. 

Stearns nwi with Socialist Premier 
Andreas Papandreou on Wednesday and 
informed him that the United States was 
ready to begin the negotiations. 

A government spokesman said the talks 
will be held in two stages. He said the first 
stage will discus and determine the political 
framework and the basic principles of the 
new agreement, as well as the duration of the 
negotiations. 

“The talks l an not possibly drag on and on 
interminably.’ the spokesman added. He 
said that after ratification of the results of the 
first stage by the Foreign Policy and National 
Defense Count il and by the cabinet, the talks 
will enter the second stage which will be 
"clearly technical." 

The Greek delegation will be headed by 
Kapsis, and the American by Reginald 
Bartholomew . .f the U.S. State Department. 

There are four major and several minor 
U.S. military installations that have been 
operating here on a provisional basis since 
the previous agreement ended in 1976. 

No details of Greece's negotiating position 
have been revealed. But the government has 
said that discussions for a new agreement 
held under the previous conservative gov- 
ernment will nor be taken into account.

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) — Honduras 
has decided to invade Nicaragua and the 
invasion might be imminent. Nicaragua’s 
foreign minister. Father Miguel dEscoto 
Brockman, charged here. At a press confer- 
ence. Father ifEscoto blamed the alleged 
invasion plans on the United States which, he 
said, had chosen Nicaragua as the "ideal 
place for a war by intervening countries.'* 

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — An Associ- 
ated Press reporter and photographer were 
arrested by national police and held for six 
hours Thursday at Santiago, where they had 
gone to investigate reports that a prominent 
exile was returning to Chile. A national 
police spokesman said they were arrested on 
suspicion of violating national security laws. 
They were released, without charges being 
filed, on orders of the Interior Ministry. An 
official said he regreted the arrests. 

SAN SALVADOR (R) — Defense Minis- 
ter Jose Guillermo Garcia summoned El Sal- 
vador s local military commanders to an 
unprecedented meeting to urge them to 
respect human rights in the war-tom coun- 
try, military sources said. They said Gen. 
Garcia had briefed the commanders on the 
importance of observing human rights. 
According to the sources, he laid down 


guidelines on how to treat civilians, 
detainees, and guerrillas surrendering to the 
armed forces. An estimated 34,000 persons, 
most of them civilians, have been killed in El 
Salvadors Civil War. 

WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. Defense’ Sec- 
retary Caspar Weinberger accused the Soviet 
Union of ttying to steal a sophisticated secret 
American device used in air and space recon- 
naissance. He said an attempt to smuggle the 
radio frequency scanner out of the country 
was foiled by U.S. agents. In a speech to the 
American League for Exports and Assis- 
tance, Weinberger said the Soviet Union 
"tried to steal a multispectral scanner, which 
is indispensable to military air and satellite 
reconnaissance.” 

MANAGUA (AFP) — Nicaragua will be 
host to a special conference of foreign minis- 
ters from nonaligned countries next January, 
the daily Banicada reported here. The offi- 
cial Sandanista publication said the confer- 
ence would be devoted to Latin America. 

NEW YORK (R) — Soviet medical 
authorities say imprisoned dissident Anatoly 
Shcharanskv is in no condition to continue his 
11-day-long hunger strike, but he does not 
intend to give it up. a friend of his family said.

to revive economy 


TOKYO, OcjL 8 (AP) — The Japanese 
government Friday adopted a two-trillion 
yen ($ 7.4 billion) spending package to rescue 
the nation’s sputtering economy from a pro- 
longed period of low domestic demand, fal- 
ling exports and growing employment pres- 
sures. 

The six-point package approved by the 

cabinet is designed to boost economic growth 

for fiscal year 1 982 (ending March 31 . 1 983) 
to 3.4 percent down from the government's 
initial estimate of 52 percent, but an 
improvement over the current 2.7 percent 
growth level. 

The pump-priming measures were also a 
compromise by Suzuki with two of his main 

rivals in the ruling Liberal-Democra tic Par ty

ROME. Oct. S (AFP) — Italian Treas- 
ury Minister Beniamino Andreatta Friday 
asked pope John Paul II to order the Vati- 
can Bank to repay a SI. 3 billion debts it 
contracted with the Banco Ambrosiano, 
which crashed in a massive financial scan- 
dal-early this summer. 

•‘Only John Paul II could end the stale- 
mate between the Banco Ambrosiano and 
the Institute for Religious Works, by 
ordering the institute to repay the $1.3 
billion it -obtained from Roberto Calvi," 
Andreatta said in parliament. 

Calvi, president of the Ambrosiano, 
was found hanged under a bridge in Lon- 
don just before he was to testify in the 
case.

Another 300 billion yen ($1 .1 billion) will 
go to the depressed housing industry, which 
last year had the fewest new housing starts in 
14 years. In an attempt to spur private-sector 
demand, the Export-Import Bank of Japan 
and the Japan Development Bank will 
increase loans to encourage equipment 
investment 


Government assistance wiD also be pro- 
vided through increased lending to the pet- 
rochemical, al umin um and other depressed 
industries. The government sensitive to the 
slightest jumps in unemployment in this 
country where the lifetime employment sys- 
tem still prevails, said it would begin a prog- 
ram of encouraging companies to hire more 
graduates.

U.S.,EEC may end steel row 


PARIS, Oct. 8 (AP) — Defense Minister 
Charles Hemu has announced a defense 
budget of 1 33.2 billion francs ($1 8.6 billion) 
for 1983 that gives priority to the country’s 
nuclear strike force. 

Hie budget represents a nominal increase 
of g .44 percent over 1982. but inflation is 
running over 12 percent. 

The budget is cut sharply from the nearly 
18 percent increase from 1981 to 1982 and 
represents a scaling down of the Socialist 
government’s commitment to increased 
military spending. 

Hernu told a news conference that France 

an d will remain capable of defending itself 
and preventing any aggression.”

U.s. jobless rate hits new high

WASHINGTON. Ocl 8 (AP) — Unemp- 
loyment in the United States hit 1 0.1 percent 
m September, the first time the double-digit 
plateau has been breached since America was 

froin Great Depression in 
1 940, the government reported Friday. 

After months of steadily rising joblessness, 
which eriipsedthe previous post- World War 
if recession highs, the unemployment rate 
jumped 0.3 percentage point last month. 

Behind that fractional rise, however, was 
the loss of 450,000 more jobs, said the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

Some 11-3 million Americans were out of 
work in September, the bureau said. And an 
additional 1.6 million people, a record, fell 
into the government's “discouraged worker'’ 
category — those who have given up trying to 
find jobs. 

The agency also reported that the number 
of Americans forced to accept part-time emp- 
loyment, for lack of better jobs opportunities, 
soared to 6.6 million, another record. 

The latest jolt in the job picture, while 
anticipated by President Ronald Reagan, 
private economists and top business leaders, 
produced fresh howls of protest from organ- 
ized labor and civil rights groups deman ding a 
reversal of administration economic policies. 

The White house sought to counter the 
report’s possible political impact by saying it 
was confident the unemployment rate would 
be brought down soon. In a statement from 
Los Angeles, where Reagan spent the night 
at the start of a brief trip to the west coast, the 
White House said: “The overall thrust of the 
economy is good. The trends are looking 
upward.” .

With one in every 10 eligible people 
out of work in September, however, the job- 
less picture wasn't nearly as grim as in the 
deprhs of the Great Depression in 1933.

LONDON, Oct. 8 (R) - The United 
Kingdom interest rates are expected to fall 
further before the end of the year, economists 
at three of the four major clearing banks said, 
although they differed on the timing and the 
size of the drop. 

Economists at Barclays Bank. National 
Westminster Bank and Lloyds Bank said they 
see lower interest rates before year end. 
However, a Midland Bank economist said 
rates could move back up before the end of 
1982. The four major clearing banks cm their 
base lending rate V: percentage point to 10 
percent, effective Friday. 

Harold Rose of Barclays Bank said he 
expects that three- month inter-bank rate to 
fall to 9 to 9 Vi "percent by the end of 1983, 
from around 10- percent now.

A return ticket to Los Angeles in peak 
season (July I to Sept. 14) will be reduced 
from 534 pounds (5913) to 449 pounds (5 
767). and there will be other major savings on 
returns to Boston. Chicago, New York and 
San Francisco. 

TWA plans to cut the round trip advance 
booking fare to New York from this year’s 
385 pounds ($658) to 329 pounds ($562) 
next summer. The London to Los Angeles 
return will he cut by 85 pounds ($145) to 
match BA s 449 pounds (S767). 


Jakarta sets oil output target at 2m 


JA KARTA. Oct. 8 (R) — Indonesia hopes 
to raise its crude oil output to between 1.9 
and two million barrels per day (bpd) by 
1990, government director general of oil and 
gas Wijarso said. 

This compares with its present 1.3 million 
bpd ceiling set by the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

A continued high level of exploration and 
extensive use of secondary recovery methods 
will be needed to reach the target, he told an 
American Chamber of Commerce meeting 
here. 

Wijarso said the OPEC ceiling has meant a 
“much lower starting poinf than the previ- 
ously targeted 1.8 million bpd for 
1982. Wijarso said a major problem for 
Indonesia is the reluctance of its major oil 
buyer, Japan, to acc ept cu rrent prices, how- 
ever, ~he declined comment on when he 
believes the current world oil glut wflj end. 
saying much will depend on the Gulf war 
and production levels in Mexico. 

He added the government will continue its 
program to exclude foreigners from all sec- 
tors of the service industry except consultan- 
cies and highly technical services. 

In another development on the oil front, 
Ecuador will keep the price of oil it sells 
under long-term contracts during the last 
quarter of this year at $32.90 per barrel, state 
oil corporation manager Raul Jaramillo told 
Reuters. 

Earlier this week, Ecuador Oil Minister 
Gustav Galindo said the country was seeking 
to raise its oil export price in line with the 
world market price trend, but was prepared 
to accept a smaller increase than the initial 


price of S33.UO per barrel it had been asking.

Boost ‘cottage’ 
units, Seaga says 

WASHINGTON. Oct. 8 (AP) — Prime 
Minister Eduard Seaga urged middle income 
countries to train workers in simple skills and 
to promote " conage” industries and small 
farms in order to raise their standard of living. 

He said people without skills and consi- 
dered unemployable have to become capable 
of holding jobs or even running small enter- 
prises. “Only this way can the development 
process ensure meaningful participation in 
job creation at this level he said. 

Seaga spoke in a lecture at Howard Uni- 
versity. He took note of the criticism of 
investment in industry as a “trickle down” 
policy. 

“But the critics can be confounded by a 
specific and deliberate policy to boost 
investment in the lower levels of the 
economy.” he said, “to generate additional 
growth and development capable of pulling 
the traditional sector into the mainstream of 
development.”

Dollar rates take a tumble 


LONDON, Oct. 8 (AP) — Declining 
U.S. interest rates pushed the American 
dollar lower against key foreign currencies 
Friday. Gold bullion prices rose sharply.

Some of the market's attention was 
diverted Friday by a 16 percent devalua- 
tion of the Swedish krona.

Oct. 8 (AP) — The 
National Football League Players* Associa- 
tion faced a double loss Thursday as NFL 
owners rejected the union's proposals for a 
mediation and a new round of non-economic 
negotiations aimed at ending the 18-day 
players' in-season strike. 

Jack Donlan. executive director of the 
NFL Management Council and the owners' 
chief negotiator, officially notified the union 
of the owners' decision Thursday night in a 
brief phone conversation with union chief Ed 
Garvey. 

Jim Miller, spokesman for the Manage- 
ment Council, said Donlan again told Garvey 
there could be no further talks unu'1 players' 
withdraw their demand for a wage scale. 

The wage scale, the cornerstone of the 
union's $ 1 .6 billion four-year financial pack- 
age. was rejected by the Management Coun- 
cil in late September. 

"We sincerely believe that the wage scale 
would be settled immediately." Milter said. 
"None of the other issues are holding up the 
strike. Settle the wage scale and the other 
issues can be settled in a very short time." 

Earlier Thursday, union president Gene 
Upshaw confirmed the union's allegiance to 
the wage scale. “The main reason we are out 
there because we like it. We are there 
because we want more money," he said. 

« Meanwhile, a federal judge Wednesday 
refused to issue a temporary restrainingorder 
that would have cleared the way for the 
NFLPA to stage a series of union-sponsored 
All-Star games not sanctioned by the league. 

U.S. District Judge John Garrett Penn said 
the union had raised "substantial issues" 
about the validity of the NFL Players* con- 
tract that prevents players from participating 
in non-league sanctioned games. 

But he said the players* request to partici- 
pate in a proposed 20-game seriesof AD- Star 
games had to be turned down until the issues 
involving the dispute are developed further. 

The first two of the games, scheduled for 
next Sunday and Monday, were postponed by 
the union Tuesday because of the wave of 
litigation filed by NFL teams.

He 
thwarted England’s hope of winning their 
first ever gold medal in the men’s singles 
defeating Yates 7-15. 15-6. 15-5.’ As the 
scores read so it was in the first game wuth 
Modi not being able to exercise the control he 
is noted for. He was not finding his length and 
be was much too cautious about lifting the 
shuttle as a result of which his play lacked its 
normal fluidity. But once he found his rhvthm. 
there was no stopping Modi. He just out- 
played the Englishman who was seeded No. 2 
here. 

Pole vaulater Ray Boyd claimed 
Australia's only other athletics gold Friday as 
the penultimate track and field program was 
dominated by an unmarried mother and a girl 
who defied medical reasoning. The highlight 
clash involved high jumpers Debbie Brill of 
Canada and Australian Christine Stanton. 

Brill, who took last year off to have a baby, 
snatched the gold on a countback after the 
pair cleared 1 .88 meters. But Stanton was 
thankful just to compete, let along pick up the 
silver medal, after suffering a potentially 
debilitating ankle injury a year ago.” 


LAHORE. Oct. 8 (AP) — Pakistan, who 
have already wrapped up the three-Test 
series against Australia with an emphatic 
innings win at Faisalabad. squashed out the 
remaining interest in the tour when they 
registered a 28-run victory in the second 
One-Day Cricket International here Friday.

The inferences a declarer 
can draw during the play 
sometimes border on the fan- 
tastic. For example, take this 
deal where West led a club 
against four hearts. 

Declarer ducked the queen 
but won the next club with the 
ace, East playing his king on 
Ibe trick. A low trump to the 
king was followed by a spade 
to dummy's queen, the finesse 
losing to East’s king. Back 
came a low club to West’s ten, 
and West exited with a spade 
to dummy’s ace. 


By now. South had lost three 
tricks and had to make the 
rest to make the contract. 
Declarer's prospects were 
very dim at this point, but he 
managed to bring home the 
contract anyhow. 

He led the queen of 
diamonds from dummy, 
which won the trick, and then 
the jack, which also won the 
trick as West played his ten on 
the jack. Declarer had quickly 
concluded that his only real 
chance for the contract was to 
find West with the doubleton 
ten of diamonds. 

Now, continuing his good 
work, South led a trump from 
dummy and went up with the 
ace, deliberately shunning the 
finesse. This caught West's 
unguarded queen in the pro- 
cess and, as a result, declarer 
took the rest of the tricks to 
make the contract. 

Rejecting the trump finesse 
was not as strange a play as it 
seems. South realized that if 
East had held the Q-x-x of 
trumps in addition to the king 
of diamonds, he would certain- 
ly have covered dummy's jack 
of diamonds with the king in 
order to assure himself of a 
trump trick and defeat of the 
contract. (Dummy had no fur- 
ther entries at that point. ) 

East’s failure to cover the 
jack left South with no alter- 
native but to hope that West 
had started with the Q-x of 
trumps.

MADRID, Oct. 8 (AP) — Three army 
colonels accused of plotting to seal off Mad- 
rid and storm the royai palace in a military 
coup were indicted Thursday for conspiracy 

Tiount a rebellion. 

The planned right-wing takeover was 
allegedly to have taken place Oct. 27, the eve 
of parliamentary elections that Socialists are 
expected to win. The three officers were 
reported conspiring with key figures in a 
! yS I- coup attempt who are now serving 
prison terms. 

Indicted and ordered held pending trial at a 
date not yet set were: Col. Luis Munoz 
Gutierrez. Col. Jesus Crespo Cuspineda and 
hi; brother, Lt. Col. Jose Crespo Cuspineda. 
According to the military penal code, if they 
are convicted they would be sentenced to a 
maximum of 20 years imprisonment. 

Interior Minister Juan Jose Roson was 
quoted by a Spanish news agency as saying 
Lt. Gen Jaime Miians del Bosch "was the 
head of this new planned coup.'* Miians del 
Bosch is in prison, appealing a 30-year term 
for his role in the Feb. 23, 1 81 coup attempt. 

In that attempted takeover. Civil Guard 
Lt. Col. Antonio Tejero Molina led 288 
armed followers in storming parliament and

Until now. many of these leaders had 
avoided making an issue of the disappear- 
ances, for fear the generals would go back on 
their promise to restore democracy. Some 
senior officers, for their part, fear that a 
civilian government might put them on trial 
in a son of Nuremberg war crimes coun 
unless the missing persons issue is settled 
before civilians take over the reins of power. 
* Therefore, government officials say there 
should be a military-civilian agreement on a 
general amnesty, or it will be difficult to lift 
the martial law in force since the 1975 milit- 


holding the government hostage for 17 hours. 
Miians del Bosch was commander of cbe Val- 
encia military district at the time, and sent his 
tanks into the streets. Other commanders did 
not follow suit, however, and Tejero eventu- 
ally gave up. Tejero was also sentenced to 30 
years. 

Roson said the three officers arrested last 
weekend and indicted Thursday were part of 
a plot that may have been in the planning 
before last year's coup attempt. 

More details of the alleged plot are leaked 
to the press indicating that as many as 200 
persons would have been intimately involved 
in the operation. Spanish journalist Pilar 
Urbano, the author of a book on a failed coup 
last year, said there were fears that a coup 
would take place this month regardless of the 
colonels' arrest. 

Left-wing politicians clamored for more 
arrests, ridiculing suggestions that the col- 
onels could have prepared intricate plans for 
a coup by themselves. Reporters traveling 
with Socialist leader Felipe Gonzalez, who 
hopes to lead his party back to power after 43 
years in opposition, said he drew constant 
applause in election meetings when he con- 
demned the plot and called for a thorough 
probe. 

Meanwhile, a new opinion poll indicated 
that suppon for the Socialists was falling in 
the Spanish election campaign which is 
increasingly dominated by the alleged coup 
attempt. 

The sample poll of 3,000 Spaniards was 
taken before army intelligence claimed to 
have broken the military plot. It showed the 
Socialists remained front-runners, but 
showed increased support for the right wing 
and indicated the results of the Oct. 28 poll 
were still far from decided. 

Carried out by an independent research 
group for the daily newspaper Duorio 16 and 
its sister magazine Cambio 16, the poll 
showed the certain Socialist vote had slipped 
to 27 percent on Sept. 30 from 33.1 percent 
when a previous poll was taken in mid- 
September. Support for the right-wing Popu- 
lar Alliance rose in the same period from 7.2 
to 9.5 percent, while number of undecided 
voters leapt six points to 45.2 percent. 

The new poll found that 47 percent of 
Spaniards thought Socialist leader Gonzalez 
would make the best prime minister, far 
ahead of second placed Manuel Fraga, leader 
of Popula Alliance, who had the confidence 
of 18 percent of the electorate. The poll pre- 
dicted the Socialists would gain 45.9 percent 
of the vote, 5.4 percent less than the previous, 
survey estimated, and the Popular Alliance 
16.3 percent, a 3.3 percent increase. 


Palace denies queen’s recall order to Andrew

LONDON, Oct. 8 ( Agencies) — Buckin- 
gham Palace Thursday night denied a 
report in The Sun newspaper that Queen 
Elizabeth II has ordered her son Prince 
Andrew to return home from the Caribbean 
where he is holidaying with American- bom 
actress Koo Stark. 

The palace also denied that the queen has 
issued new instructions about overnight 
guests at the palace after Andrew and Miss 
Stark had an "all-night date” there last 
weekend. 

Early copies of Friday's edition of the 
British tabloid available here Thursday 
night reported: " L In a message to the prince 
on the island of Mustique in the Caribbean, 
the queen has told her second son to cut his 
visit short and get back to London.” 

The Sun, which reported Thursday the 
queen was "in a rage” over Andrew’s holi- 
day with Miss Stark because she has 
appeared naked in erotic movies, said 
Andrew's Valet Michael Petya, has been 
recalled from his own holiday to await the 
prince's arrival. 

It added that the queen, currently on a 
tour of Australia with her husband Prince 
Philip, also has issued instructions to her 
most senior advisers banning 22-year-old 
Andrew and his 1 8-year-old brother Prince 
Edward from having any guests stay over- 
night at the palace without permission of 
the queen or Prince Philip. 

"The instructions were contained in the 
overnight bag containing state papers which 
is sent daily from Australia,” The Sun said, 
"Koo stayed in the guest room

Extortion plot in Tylenol case being investigated 


CHICAGO. Oct. 8 (R) — U.S. federal 
agents Friday were reported to be investigat- 
ing a possible Sone million extortion plot 
against the makers of Tylenol, the painkiller 
which has been linked to seven deaths 
because of sabotage. 

Both The Chicago Tribune and the Chicago 
Sun -Times reported that the FBI is inves- 
tigating a letter, supposedly sent by a stock- 
broker whose fortunes had foiled, threaten- 
ing the company with product contamination 
unless he received Sone million. It was not 
clear whether the letter was sent before or 
after the deaths last week in the Chicago area 


caused by capsules laced with cyanide. 

The Continental Illin ois B ank said it had 
turned over the records of afoimer customer. 
The published reports said the extortionist 
may have been using the bank as a delivery 
point for the money he demanded. The bank 
said that on Wednesday It "was directed to 
turn over to the U.S. Department of Justice 
financial records of a former customer in 
connection with the Tylenol case.” It said 
that neither it nor any of its employees were 
involved. 

The Chicago Tribune quoted a source in the 
bank as saying the records that were provided 


involved an account which had been can- 
celed. The bank source said the matter was 
under investigation because of “ an attempt to 
get some funds relative to the Tylenol case.” 
Both newspapers quoted FBI sources and 
others close to the investigation as saying the 
letter demanded Sone milli on from the nitan- 
ufactuner, Johnson and Johnson, whose 
McNeil Consumer Products division makes 
the country’s top-selling pain reliever. 


The seven Chicago area deaths were 
caused by capsules of Extra-Strength TylenoK 
which had been emptied and replaced with* 
cyanide. Investigators have been operating 
on the theory that one person went from store 
to store sabotaging the capsules. The com- 
pany has since recalled all capsule versions of 
the painkiller and is working on a way to 
make the product more tamper-resistant 
Police admitted that they had no firm lead or 


suspects.

Woman hanged 


in Kuala Lumpur 


KUALA LUMPUR, Oct. 8 (R) - A 
51 -year-old Malaysian woman was Friday 
hanged at dawn for drug trafficking 
despite a last-minute appeal for clemency 
by her counsel. Malaysian prison 
authorities said. Lim Boey Ntoi. a 
Malaysian Chinese, is the first woman 
ever hanged in the country. 

Her counsel, Karpal, also an opposition 
member of parliament, appealed to the 
Malaysian king, Sulian Ahmad Shah, to 
intercede on humanitarian grounds to 
commute her sentence to life imprison- 
ment. 

Lim was found guilty by the High Court 
here in 1980 for trafficking in four grams 
of heroin and her subsequent appeal 
against the death sentence to the country’ s 
highest court, the Federal Court, was 
rejected last June. Under Malaysia's strict 
drug laws, persons found in possession of 
more than 100 grams of heroin are 
assumed to be traffickers and face either a 
death sentence or life imprisonment on 
conviction. 

A 22-year-old French girl Beatrice 
Saubin, won her appeal here last August 
for trafficking in 534 grams of heroin and 
had her sentence commuted to life impris- 
onment. So far this year, eight Malaysians 
have been executed for drug trafficking 
. and another 28 are on death row. 


MADRID, Oct. 8 (AFP) — King Juan 
Carlos of Spain told Gen. Suharto here 
Thursday night that Indonesia’s stature in 
Asia made it certain to become "one of the 
giants of the 21st century.” Speaking at a 
banquet following his arrival Thursday. Gen. 
Suharto replied that he was "deeply moved” 
by the king's statement, which "reflect the 
close friendship uniting our two countries.” 

The Spanish monarch also praised the 
“spectacular degree of economic develop- 
ment” in Indonesia, and paid tribute to the 
country as “one of the founders of the 
nonaligned movement.” Juan Carlos touched 
upon the history of relations between the two 
countries, and added: “Today, the Spain that 
greets you is a young democratic country that 
is advancing with a firm step on the path 
outlined by its 1 978 constitution." 

Political relations between the two nations 
are generally considered to be good, although 
Suharto's visit: to the Madrid city council Fri- 
day wps boycotted by Communist council- 
men. They issued a communique asserting 


that Gen. Suharto was “not worthy” of a 
reception by a "democratic dty government” 
because of the ‘ ‘ politico-dictatorial system” 
and “generalized and violent repression of 
any democratic aspirations” in Indonesia. 

But Juan Carlos did not touch upon that 
question, and stressed only the need for 
increased economic cooperation between 
Madrid and Jakarta. In his reply, the 
Indonesian bead of state and bis visit to boost 
trade came at “an uncertain and difficult” 
time in international economc relations: 
“One, of the main sources of international 
tension is the old world order, which does not 
mesh with the demands of modem times.” 

Gen. Suharto spent much of the earlier 
part of his day in talks with Prime Minister 
Leopold o Caivo Sotelo and Foreign Minister 
Jose Pedro Perez Llorca. Gen. Suharto and 
Perez Llorca signed a bilateral framework 
agreement for economic relations and tech- 
nical cooperation. 

Gen. Suharto is to visit Granada, in south- 
ern Spain, on Saturday and Sunday. 






WARSAW, Oct. 8 (AFP) - The head of 
Poland’s KPN dissident organization, Moc- 
zufeki, was Friday jailed for seven years by a 
Warsaw military court for anti-state 
activities, the official PAP news agency 
reported. Two of the KPN president’s three 
co-defendants were sentenced to five years 
jail while the third was sentenced to a two- 
year- term. 
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Search mounted for Liberia victims

LONDON. Oct. 8 (AP) — Hundreds of 
rescures plowed through a giant bed of sludge 
engulfing a Liberian mining camp Friday in 
search of more than 150 men missing and 
feared killed in the African nation's worst- 
ever mine disaster, Liberian government 
officials said. 

The confirmed toll from Wednesday’s 
landslide at the iron-ore camp in northwest 
Liberia reached 45 dead and 29 injured, said 
James Eesiah of the Liberian Ministry of 
Information. 

"Two hundred or more may have died,” 
Eesiah said in a telephone interview with the 
Associated Press in London, noting that all 
the victims were believed to be Liberians. 
Mine executives lived in another settlement, 
he said. 


The workers at the no-way mining camp on 
the Mano River were asleep when a huge pile 
of iron-ore waste descended onto the 
encampment at 3 a.m. after three days of 
• torrential rain. “Tbe^ town is buried in brown 
dirt,” Eesiah said. “About 1,500 soldiers and 
Red Gross workers are looking for the 
bodies. 

The National Iron Ore Co. mine is in Cape 
Mount county, 160 kilometers north of Mon- 
rovia, the capital, near the Sierra Leone bor- 
der. Eesiah said the Liberian government 
owns 51 percent of the mine, which also is 
partly, owned by American interests.
